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PREFACE. 

'Hie  Index  is  drawn  on  the  scale  of  Fonr  Miles  to  One  Incli,  and  is  iirrauged  by 
counties,  or  by  groups  of  counties  when  on  the  same  meridian.  Thus,  to  start  from  the  North  of 
Scotland,  Zetland  and  Orkney,  Caithness,  and  Sutherland,  are  projected  on  different  meridians  and 
they  are  accordingly  arranged  separately  in  the  Index.  Aberdeenshire,  Banffshire,  and  Kincardine- 
shire, on  the  other  hand,  are  projected  on  the  same  meridian,  and  they  are  all  on  one  continuous 
Index,  their  sheet  lines  being  all  continuous  and  parallel  to  one  another.  The  other  counties  are 
arranged  on  the  same  principle  according  to  whether  they  are  on  the  same  or  on  different  meridians. 
The  number  of  each  6-inch  sheet  is  shown  in  its  centre.  Parts  of  certain  counties  are  still  published 
on  the  6-inch  scale  in  full  sheets,  but  in  most  cases  this  map  is  now  published  in  quarter  sheets, 
and,  where  so  published,  the  description  jt.w.,  n.e.,  s.w.,  s.e.,  is  printed  in  the  centre  of  each  quarter 
sheet.  If  the  quarter  sheet  has  no  letters  (n.w.,  &c.)  on  it,  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  quarter  sheet 
lies  entirely  outside  tlie  county,  and  will  be  found  on  the  Index  of  the  adjoining  county.  Every 
irAij  pljin  has  its  number  in  the  centre  of  it,  and  where  there  is  no  nvimber,  there  is  no  j-jW  plan  of 
that  area.  Thus  in  the  diagram  the  number  of  the  6-inch  sheet  is  36,  but  only  3  quarter  sheets 
are  published,  viz. : — N.W.,  N.E.,  and  s.w.  The  s.e.  portion  is  not  published  because  there  is  no  part 
of  it  in  the  county  in  question.

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Similarlj',  there  are  the  foUovving  -^  A, ..  plans,  forming  part  of  6-inch  sheet  36,  and 
descril)ed  as  36.  I  36.  2  &c.  It  is  known  that  there  is  no  36.  8  f^s  there  is  no  plan  number 
in  it.  It  has  not  been  published  on  tlie  ioVb  scale  either  because  it  is  moorland  or  uncultivated 
district,  or  because  no  part  of  it  falls  in  the  county  in  question. 

In  the  case  of  adjoining  counties  on  the  same  meridian,  the  6-inch  sheets  and  arVo  phms 
crossed  by  a  county  boundary  bear  the  numerals  of  both  counties,  thus  : — 20  h.w.  Banffshire  and  16 
s.w.  Aberdeensliire  are  one  and  the  same  quarter  sheet,  partly  filled  up  with  Banff  and  partly  with 
Aberdeen.     Similarly  the  oVo  plan  25.  8,  Banff  covers  exactly  the  same  area  of  ground  as  24.  8 
Aberdeenshire  and  is  composed  of  parts  of  both  counties. 

In  ordering  Maps,  however,  it  is  better,  though  not  essential,  that  the  ntimerals  used 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  those  of  the  county  in  which  the  req[uired  area  is  situated. 
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
